A most successful fair closed at 
Tipton last Saturday and the Times 
of that place says: 


“ Saturday afternoon closed what 
is generally said to be the most suc­ 
cessful and enjoyable fair ever held 
on the grounds. 
The reduction of 
admission tee from 50 to 25 cents 
was received with great favor by 
the people and the gate receipts 
justified the policy; but had it been 
made earlier and the people had 
more time to arrange to take ad­ 
vantage of it, the effect would have 
been more jironounced and would 
have been more profitable.” 
Even at the best, there is not 
much profit to the stockholders in 
a fair association. 
Generally they are enterprising, 
public-spirited men who give their 
time and money to the work of get­ 
ting up a fair for the good of the 
public, and it is the benefit the pub­ 
lic receives that is the inducement 
for holding fairs. 


If, as the experience of Missouri 
communities seems to indicate,chea;* 
admission brings the crowd, 
then 
cheap admission is the thing. 
It is very little more trouble or 
expense to show to ten thousand 
people every day than it is to give 
an exhibition in the presence of 
three thousand spectators, 
but the 
business community is largely ben- 
efitted by the presence of the extra 
seven thousand.

The state as plaintiff prays the 
court that the company’s cliarter be 
forfeited and that a receiver be ap­ 
pointed to distribute to the share­ 
holders the assets of the company. 
T'hree mouths ago the co.npany de­ 
posited 
with 
the 
state 
treasurer 
bonds of the Equitable Loan and 
Building association to the alleged 
value of 
$212,000 
lo 
secure the 
shareholders and received a receipt 
for the deposit from the state treas­ 
urer. 
Later on, 'Freasurer Stephens did 
not consider bonds good security 
and demanded a deposit in cash or 
better 
collateral. 
The 
company 
failed to make the deposit, hence 
the present suit. 
From the time of the first deposit 
the coiiqiany has been doing a land 
office business, 
having sold 
over 
6000 bonds at $10 each and having 
received a monthly installment of 
$2 on each 
bond. 
Fhe company 
has paid off twelve. 
T’he action of 
the prosecuting attorney has caused 
some excitement among the share­ 
holders, and the litigation that fol­ 
low’s will be w’atched with interest.
